ABOUT OUR DIOCESE 


The Archdiocese of St. Louis is 178 parishes encompassing the City of St. Louis and 10 
surrounding counties — a large and diverse territory: urban, suburban and rural. 


Our local church has been declining for several decades as older Catholics die and 
there are insufficient number of young Catholics to take their place. 


This is best exemplified by the significant decline in the number of births and baptisms in 
Our diocese. 


As our Catholic population has moved from the city to the near suburbs and from the 
near suburbs to the farther out suburbs, this has resulted in too few priests in large 
parishes and too many priests in small parishes. 


Our diocesan priests are aging and number of priests to serve our Catholic population is 
declining. 


Over the past decade, Mass attendance has been on a steady decline. The long-term 
implications of COVID are unknown, but the rebound in Mass attendance from 2020 to 
2021 still leaves us 25% below pre-COVID levels.

¢ In 2021, the number of Catholics 
in the Archdiocese of St. Louis 
dipped below 500,000 for first time 
since the 1960s.

¢ Prior to tte COVID-19 pandemic, Archdiocese of St. Louis - October Mass Attendance

between 0.5% to 1% per year. 


¢ Mass attendance hit a record low in 
October 2020 which is attributed to the 
COVID-19 pandemic.

FEWER BAPTISMS HAVE RESULTED IN 
FEWER CHILDREN IN CATHOLIC SCHOOLS AND PSR

¢ Only 40-50% of our elementary school 


children live in the boundaries of their 
parish school. 


¢ The cost to educate our students 
continues to outpace tuition increases. 


¢ Parish investment in our schools 
continues to absorb an increasing 
percentage of parish funds available to 
support other parish ministries.

OUR PRIESTS ARE AGING 


35% of our diocesan priests (74 
priests) serving in parishes are 65 
years of age or older. 


These 74 priests could retire in the 
next 10 years. 


Though priests’ retirement age is 75, 
the average of retirement for our 
diocesan priests has been 71. 


By 2026, we will have fewer diocesan 
priests to serve in parishes than the 
number of parishes we have. 


Our largest parishes will still need to 
be served by 2-3 priests.

ABOUT OUR PLANNING AREA 


¢ The planning area is mostly in the northern portion of St. Louis City and also a 
small section of St. Louis County to the west. The geography of this area is 
defined by two Interstates (64 and 70), the Mississippi River and the St. Louis 
County border. 


¢ Located in the North City deanery. There are 9 territorial parishes and 1 
elementary school in this planning area. Currently there are 6 diocesan and 5 
order priests assigned to this group. The Shrine of St. Joseph, privately run by 
volunteers, is also in the planning area. 


¢ Parishes are a short distance from each other with the 7 churches in the southern 
part of the planning area all within a few miles and 10 minutes driving time. The 3 
parishes in northern part of deanery are within 15 — 20 minutes driving time. 


OUR PLANNING AREA IS POOR AND IS EXPERIENCING A 
CONTINUAL DECREASE IN POPULATION 


Total population in the planning area in the 2020 census was down 18% from 
2010, a continuation of a decades long decline in population. 


The area is primarily African-American (82%). 


Only 2% of the population is registered Catholic, which is lower than the Diocesan 
average of 18% and is the lowest of any planning area. 


Median household income in the area is $27,527, which is lower than $60,700 for 
the archdiocese as a whole, and the lowest of any of planning area.

OUR PLANNING AREA CATHOLIC SCHOOL 
ENROLLMENT IS DECLINING 


¢ There is one elementary school in this planning area which had an enrollment of 
184 in 2021-22. Because of the closing of Most Holy Trinity school in 2020, overall 
enrollment in planning area Catholic elementary schools was down 24% from 5 
years ago. St. Louis Catholic Academy is administered and funded by the 
Archdiocese. 


¢ The number of students going to Catholic elementary schools from the parishes in 
the planning area is 46. 


¢ There are 132 students enrolled in PSR in 2021, down 21% from 5 years earlier.

ABOUT OUR PARISH 


¢ Sts. Teresa & Bridget parish was established in 2003 from the 
merger of St. Teresa of Avila and St. Bridget of Erin parishes. 
These two parishes had rich Irish roots from their original 
establishment in the 1800s. As neighborhoods changed, the 
once Irish neighborhoods became primarily African-American: 
St. Bridget’s by the 1930s and St. Teresa’s by the 1960s. 


Both parishes had a long history of Catholic education, and 
as the neighborhoods changed, the schools attempted to 
serve primarily African-American students. In 1970 St. 
Teresa and St. Bridget along with St. Alphonsus Liguori 
formed Central Catholic, which merged with St. Nicholas 
school in 1989 to form Central Catholic/St. Nicholas, which 
merged with the Cathedral school in 2012, this final school 
closing in 2018. 


The parish has about 240 households. The parish church is 
the original St. Teresa of Avila church that was built in 1901 
and seats 500. 


ABOUT OUR PARISH 


Rapidly declining population in the area; the area is primarily African- 
American and poor. 


Though this small parish is declining in membership, its generosity is 
reflected in parishioners living elsewhere return to North City for liturgy, 
participation in a faith community and outreach to the poor in the area. 
Parishioners have also generously contributed by offertory giving. 


Pre-COVID Mass attendance was stable. 


Though the parish is behind on its assessments to the Archdiocese, the 
parish has been paying its assessments faithfully the last several years. 


OUR PARISH AREA IS POOR AND DECLINING RAPIDLY IN 
POPULATION 


¢ This primarily African-American (near 90%) area of North City has experienced 
a significant decline in population over past few decades. 


¢ The National Geospatial Agency is being located within the parish boundaries 
and could provide needed economic and residential development to the area. 


¢ The population in the 2020 census was one-half of what it was in 1990. 
73% of households are renters. 
59% of households are single people living alone. 


¢ Median household income is $23,500 which is below the archdiocesan average 
of $60,700 and one of the lowest in the diocese. But since most parishioners 
live outside the territory, this does reflect parishioner incomes or generosity. 


* 1% of the resident population is Catholic which is well below the archdiocesan 
average of 18%.
